unabated during the two d.iys in which It 
has been before the jury and this interest 
appealed to have reached its culmination 
yesterday.

The case was opened by District Attor- 


ney C. W. Burris, who briefly reviewed 
the evidence and presented the case in 
the attitude m which it appeared to him. 
After this brief opening the district at- 
torney gave way to the counsel for the de- 
fense reserving his strength for the closing 
argument. 


By the courtesy of His Honor Judge 


Bowen, Mr. J. L. Menager, associate 
counsel for the 
defense, and recently 


joined in partnership with Gener.il Dan- 
ford, was permitted to address the jury. 


Mr. Menager made a strong appeal to 


the sympathy of his hearers, commenting 
disparagingly 
upon 
the fact that the 


prisoner, Ward, had been kept in irons 
since his arrest and referred to his broken 
health. After speaking of Ward's two 
children that would be left unprovided 
for in case the prisoner was convicted, the 
•the counsel reviewed the evidence but m 
a cursory manner, leaving that portion of 
the argument to bis associate. 


The "ic w« closed in behalf of the de- 


fense by Ccnciol Danford who spoke 
eloquently for nearly three hours. He 
went over the evidence with the most 
painstaking care, and placed the law 
relating to the ca<e at bar in the clearest 
light. 


He denounced strongly Krj.ni, the first 


witness for tbe prosecution, who, although 
fie w«« p><t«qt at the time of tbe shooting 
and w*t in fact one of the three young 
men who visited Ward's house on the 
fatal night of tbe 7th of February l»t,

the verdict would be, but the general opin- 
ion was that the prisoner would not be pro 
nounced guilty of murder.

one, ' 'I will bear it like a man, whatever 
t is." 


The jurors having taken their seats, 


•iis Honor, turning to them, >*>d: "Gen- 
lemen, have you agreed?" "We have," 
said the foreman, rising and handing the 
•erdict to. the judge. 
The audience was 


>erfectly silent as His Honor took the pa 
«r and read it aloud as folk,-*: 


"We, the undersigned, find the defend- 


ant guilty of manslaughter, and recom 
mend him to the extreme mercy of the 
court." 


The prisoner drew a si^h of relief, 


hough he still looked troubled, and fell to 
i-liispermg to- his counsel. General Dan- 
ord gave notice of .1 motion for a new 
rial, and the prisoner was remanded to 
he jail and the jury discharged.
